She  denied 
having  any  knowledge  of  this  information  nor  has  she  heard  this  ruaor. 

We  oontacted  Hr a.  Laura  Sias,  2846  Palls  Drive,  PS?  00 J6.  She  is  also 
an  saployss  of  Parkland  Sportswear  and  denies  having  ever  heard  this 
ruaor.
